LONDON, April 20 (AP).—Lt. 
Col. L. C. S. Amery, Secretary of 
State for India and Burma, prom- 
ised today an investigation of 
military censorship in India, which 
several members of the House of 
Commons said is concealing the 
facts in the Burma campaign. 

Earl Winterton declared that 
“apprehension has been increased 
because communiques from India 
often are of conflicting charac- 
ter” and Lady Astor asserted that 
relations between the press and 
military authorities in India long 
have been less satisfactory than 
in other operational areas. 

Henry Strauss told Amery that 
it must be clear that the British 
people wish to know the real facts 
of the campaign, whether good or 
bad, and added that “responsible 
journalists say their matter has 
been censored on grounds which 
can have no possible relation to 
security.” 


INDIA CENSORSHIP 
SELF-DEFEATING 


By PRESTON GROVER 


NEW YORK, April 20 (AP).— 
The sit-down protest of five Brit- 
ish correspondents in India, an- 
nounced Sunday, is only the latest 
of many directed against a cen- 
sorship that has been so difficult 
and complex during the last two 
years that many reporters at 
times have almost despaired of 
getting balanced news out of that 
theater. 


Having just returned from the 
India theater, I can report that 
the censorship of the latest Jap- 
anese operation in India has been 
to a great extent self-defeating. 
I have found more alarm here 
over the Japanese operation than 
is found among the best informed 
British and American circles in 
India. 

A story written about an Ameri- 
ean operation in the India theater, 
must be passed by the American 
censor. Then it must be submitted 
to a double-barreled British mili- 
tary censorship of the Southeast 
Asia Command and the Indian 
Army general headquarters. 

It then must be scrutinized by 
a political censor from the Gov- 
ernment of India in the event it 
has the slightest political implica- 
tion. And in India the possibility 
of a story having political impli- 
cations is both great and unpre- 
dictable. 

The difficulties have been mul- 
tiplied by failure of any one com- 
mand to take over direction of 
censorship. Some progress toward 
unity has been made in recent 
months. 

A story may be approved by the 
American and the Southeast Asia 
command and the censorship only 
to be stopped by general head- 
quarters on the ground its publi- 
cation might frighten the Indians 
or create local political problems. 
In vain foreign correspondents 
have argued that stories written 
for papers abroad need not be 
published in India, so that scar- 
ing the Indians does not come 
into the picture. 

The extent to which the Indians 
may be frightened by publication 
of more complete reports of such 
operations as the Japanese inva 
sion is highly debatable. | 

An equally important element in 
the censorship is the effort to 
cover up defeats. Both British and 
American prestige in the Orient 
has suffered because of repeated 
set-backs at the hands of the 
Japanese. This is important to 
the Americans but doubly impor- 
tant to the British, who expect to 
regain the parts of their empire 
now in the hands of the Japanese 
and don’t want to have to suffer 
from publication of too much bad 
news. 

That factor is playing a big 
part in the censorship of dis- 
patches on the Burma campaign. 
Moreover, in spite of efforts to 
smother it, there is a certain ri- 
valry between the British and 
Americans, and the censorship 
endeavors to keep that out of 
print for the long-time political 
advantage it might give one coun- 
try or the other.

PREMIER CURTIN REACHES 
U.S. TO TALK WITH ROOSEVELT 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 20 
(AP),—Australia’s Prime Minister 
John Curtin and his party of 16 
military and diplomatic aides were 
en route today to Washington for 
conferences with President Roose- 
velt, Curtin left last night after 
a day’s stopover.

What is sinful about the employes of 
am company, the members of a church or 
labor union joining a credit union to 
accumulate their small savings and 
lending their money to their own fellow- 
workers at interest rates lower than 
those of any other lending agencies? 

The late Edward A. Filene of Boston 
was the founder of the credit union 
movement in the United States. The 
Federal Government has no claim to 
parentage. True, the Federal Govern- 
ment supervises and examines Federal 
credit union operations, 

Credit unions are not subsidized bv 
Government capital. All credit unions 
operate exclusively on capital provided 
by their members. 

There are 50,000 or more credit union 
members in St. Louis who have pro- 
vided their own credit at lower interest 
charges (no investigation or insurance 
charges added). There are about four 
million in the country,

People in Belleville who never before 
had strangers in their homes have been 
changing their homes over for the con- 
venience of soldiers and soldiers’ wives. 
In return they want some assurance 
against destruction of their property. In 
one instance, a girl left the washing 
machine running and went downtown. 
Another ruined my toaster. One burned 
holes in my bedspread, They leave the 
iron turned on while they run all over 
the house. They fill the bathtub to the 
overflow and soak in it, then fill it 
again to rinse off. Most of them want 
hotel service at rooming-house prices. 

L went to the U. S. O. to help sew for 
the boys at Scott Field until I noticed 
that many of them brought their clothes 
there for repair, and just sat around 
and waited with their wives in the 
lounge and hurried us to finish so they 
could go to a dance or a show. Where 
the wife was sitting around all day, 
couldn't she take a needle and thread 
and do some of these things? 

Let some of the soldiers’ wives wake 
up, and perhaps the Belleville people 
will be a little more patient with them.

The One Big Truth 


The quarrel over the proposed Saudi-Arabian 
pipe line has become so violent and s0 com- 
plicated that its fundamental motive tends to 
be obscured, 

Last February, an agreement in principle was 
entered into by the Arabilan-American Oil Co., 
controlling important oil deposits in Saudi- 
Arabia, and the Petroleum Reserves Corporation, 
to carry oil to the Eastern Mediterranean sea- 
board, 

The United States Government wag to put up 
the money and was to be paid back over a period 
of 25 years, retaining no eventual control of the 
pipe line. The Government was also to be pro- 
vided with a billion barrels of oil at 25 per cent 
below the market price. 

Although the Government at first contemplated 
becoming a business partner of private enterprise, 
as the British Government is, by acquiring a 
stock interest, it backed away from this course 
because private oil companies feared it would 
be an opening wedge for further Government 
entrance into the oil business. 

Even after taking the compromise course, the 
Government found itself assailed by private oil 
interests. Secretary Ickes, who helped negotiate 
the deal as head of the Petroleum Reserves Cor- 
poration, was denounced by industry spokesmen 
s both a “Fascist” and “Socialist.” The wild- 
eyed Senator Moore of Oklahoma wanted him im- 
peached, 
salvoes were fired by liberal 
Congressman Voorhis of 


At the same time, 
individuals and groups. 
California analyzed the deal in a speech in Con- 

eas and found many flaws in it. He thought 
x 2 Government had made a very bad bargain. 
Others accused the Government of “imperialism” 
and “dollar diplomacy.” 

As this war has abundantly shown, oil has 
become the single most important form of wealth. 
Gold was once held to have that distinction, and 
we have cornered most of the world’s supply. 
It lies in the ground at Fort Knox and it is 
playing the part of Supreme Slacker in this war, 
Whereas humbler metals are working like Tro- 
jans, our surplus gold ig playing no part in the 
war, 

This war is being fought with oil. The nation 
that runs out of it is whipped. Future wars 
will be fought with oil. No nation can possibly 
survive in this world, except by sufferance, unless 
it has oil. Nor can any nation prosper in peace- 
time unless it has the fuel to run the internal 
combustion engine. 

America is furnishing by far the greatest part 
of the oil being used by the United Nations in 


this war, and Secretary Ickes says we cannot oil © 


another war unless we acquire more reserves. 

Tiere is where one facet of the argument 
starts. There are those alarmists who say that 
our oil supplies will be exhausted in 14 years. 
They are immediately contradicted by a chorus of 
voices who say that our oil supplies, present and 
potential, put us beyond the reach of danger 
for many years to come. 

The British Government, which is very wise in 
such matters and which takes a very long view, 
is acquiring oil where it finds it. When big fields 
are opened up anywhere in the Empire or in 
spheres of British influence, the British Gov- 
ernment and private oil companies go after it as 
partners. 

They began doing so as long ago as 1914. 
It was in that year, at the urging of First Lord 
of the Admiralty Winston Churchill, that the 
British purchased a majority interest in the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Co. 

There were cries of “Socialism” at the time, 
but as Richard L. Stokes pointed out in Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, Churchil) carried the day with the 
supreme argument that the possession of secure 
petroleum reserves for the fleet, which had con- 
verted from coal to oi], was a matter of lile 
and death to the Empire. 

If it was a matter of life and death to the 
Empire in 1914, it is far more a matter of life 
and death to the Empire today, when the uses 
of oil have so vastly multiplied. 

And if it is a matter of life and death to the 
Empire to possess secure petroleum reserves, it 
is also a matter of life and death to the United 
States to do the 

That is the one big, fundamental truth behind 
the Saudi-Arablan pipe line controversy, It 
transcends objections of oil indystry spokesmen 
that it represents an interference with private 
enterprise, It likewise transcends the arguments 
of liberals and radicals that it involves “imperial- 
ism” and “dollar diplomacy.” 

To hard-fisted, selfish oil groups, on the one 
hand, and to dreamy and impractical idealists, 
on the other, the Government should be deaf. 
It should steadfastly and honorably proceed with 
a national policy to assure the United States the 
oil that is needed in war and in peace, 
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It is now possible to get 2292 miles away from 
Washington in six hours, which will be hearten- 
ing news to hundreds of homesick bureaucrats.

The new accord between Washington and Al- 
giers may not have a “happily ever after” end- 
ing, with Uncle Sam and Marianne moving off 
arm and arm into the sunset. But at least re- 
cent events have written a pleasanter chapter 
into the story. It is a.chapter, too, that needed 
desperately to be written before the climactic 
development of invasion. 

What has come about is the removal of Gen. 
Giraud from his post as Commander-in-Chief of 
the French Army and his complete eclipse as a 
factor in the Algiers Government, leaving De 
Gaulle as the undisputed leader of French Tre- 
sistance. The elder General’s chief claim to 
fame has been a series of Monte Cristo escapes 
from German prisons, in the last war and in this 
one. The younger General, however, is conceded 
by most Frenchmen and by the German Geneial 
Staff to be the real military genius, the early and 
wise advocate of mechanical warfare, the one 
leader in uniform Whose name was not dimmed 
or utterly blackened by the fiasco of 1940. 

Now De Gaulle plans, with the political scene 
stabilized for the first time since his arrival in 
to become the real Commander-in-Chlef 
of the Army. This, by experience and qualift- 
cations, is where he belongs and where Eisen- 
hower should welcome him. 

The Allied, and especially the American, error 
has been that of considering Gen. de Gaulle a

Convention Progress 

When the Constitutional Convention decided 
to put in more time on the job, the people had a 
right to think the more public spirited delegates 
had taken control and were determined to move 
not only more speedily, but also more clearly 
in the direction of those reforms which afe 
called for in the name of good government. 

Some recent actions tend to support this 
view, although by no means giving assurance 
that resourceful professional politicians and 
servers of selfish interests among the delegates 
have been subdued. In standing firmly for the 
provision which enables St. Louis’ to apply a 
simple intelligence test in making .up’ lists of 
prospective jurors, the convention stuck to the 
side of common sense and progress. It rebuffed 
one of the most persistent of the politically- 
minded, Delegate Alroy 8S. Phillips of St. Louis. 

The majority accepted the progressive view 
when they approved a provision for excess con- 
demnation in connection with public improve- 
ments, which will prove highly beneficial in 
the construction of public airports, in the re- 
habilitation of blighted city areas, and in the de- 
velopment of parks and scenic highways gnd 
boulevards. A promising action wag the reten- 
tion and strengthening of the initiative and 
referendum. Another was the liberalizing of 
the provision on elections so that the Legislature 
may authorize the use of voting machines in 
cities, 

The sound spanking administered to the small 
loan lobby by the decision to abolish special 
privilege in money lending is another good sign. 
So is the provision to enable the State to take 
depositions in criminal cases. 

The convention still moves with discouraging 
slowness and it still has to prove itself on such 
major issues as the short ballot and cabinet form 
for the executive department, reform of legis- 
lative procedure, a civil service system, the non- 
partisan court plan and reform of the judiciary, 
and the Conservation Commission.

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Credit Unions and Interest Rates 


The Missouri credit union organization is op- 
posed to the Constitutional Convention’s pro- 
posal to eliminate all special interest rates for 
small and it is easy to understand tie 
reason for this group's concern, Because credit 
unions are not in business for profit, and have 
small overhead costs, they can lend money to 
members at lower interest rates than those of 
either banks or small-loan companies. “Io impose 
a uniform rate_on all groups would put the credit 
unions at a disadvantage. 

As the constitutional proposal now stands, it 
would wipe out all special loan legislation, and 
leave the fixing of a general rate to the Legis- 
lature, If the plan is adopted, it is obvious that 
the Legislature should impose a.maximum rate, 
not a compulsory rate for all forms of money- 
lending business. This would be like a price 
ceiling, to protect the consumer from exploita- 
tion, yet leaving sellers free to bid for his busi- 
ness by offering goods below the legal maximuin 
if they choose to do so. 

The money-lending business in Missouri badly 
needs some competition, and it is safe to predict 
that small-loan companies would lower their 
rates considerably if they lost their present 
monopoly. Under an interest-rate ceiling, credit 
unions and banks would be free to bid against 
small-loan companies for the borrower's business,

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A Safeguard Against Rabies 


The general quarantine of dogs, to be imposed 
in a few days by order of Health Commissioner 
Bredeck, will be an inconvenience for St. Louis 
dog-owners. To keep a dog confined to the 
house or yard, or muzzled and on leash when 
out for exercise, is a troublesome business. How- 
ever it is one of the few effective means of con- 
trolling rabies, which is becoming a real menace 
here. So far this year, 92 rabid dogs have been 
found, and 257 persons have been given Pasteur 
treatments after dog bites. 

Notice of the quarantine is issued in plenty 
of time for St. Louisans to prepare for it. Full 
compliance will mean a minimum of such un- 
pleasant incidents as seeing family pets. carried 
away by the dog-catcher. Stricter enforcement 
with respect to strays would have helped prevent 
the recent increase in rabies among both animals 
and people. A thorough round-up of unlicensed 
dogs now is in order, 

Most sections of St. Louis County have had 
quarantines in effect for some time. Citizens 
there can assure St. Louisans that the incon- 
venience is worth while in overcoming a serious 
and sometimes fatal infection.

I wished very. strongly to clarify their re- 
lations with all their neighbors, the question 
of their non-intervention in the interior 
affairs of adjacent states and the recogni- 
tion of their fully postwar sovereignty, 
their attitude to wartime and postwar Ger- 
many, etc., and of course above all their 
attitude to ourselves. 


Suspicions Were a Menace 


It seemed to me that if full understand- 
ing on all these questions were reached be- 
tween ourselves and the Soviets, and if 
there were complete and mutual trust be- 
tween us, it would be possible to point to 
this very achievement as an example, even 
in the United States, and that the Allies, 
particularly the greater powers, would 
thereby be fundamentally drawn closer to- 
gether. All unfounded suspicions of the 
Soviet Union would be allayed or elimi- 
nated, and this would help to prepare the 
ground for what finally took place at both 
the Allied conferences in Moscow and 
Teheran. 


We regard the Soviet-Czechoslovak treaty 
as one of the factors in a postwar security 
system: another important factor being, in 
our view, the Anglo-Soviet treaty of May 26, 
1942, which, like our own treaty, has its 
place in a general world security system, 

For us, however, this treaty by reason of 
its whole character, its 20-year validity and 
its automatic renewal, is a guarantee of our 
frontiers and a guarantee also that Munich 
shall never happen again. In a word, it is 
a notable guarantee of our independence 
and of our Republic such as has never 
previously been vouchsafed to us. 

Our common plan and our desire to unite 
in this policy of defense against German 
imperialism with an independent and dem- 
ocratic Poland, which will be friendly to us, 
is sincere, genuine and absolutely unshak- 
able. It could represent a definite solution 
of all the disputes between us and pave the 


way for a secure future for these three 
Slavonic states as well as safeguarding peace 
in Eastern and Central Europe, and maybe 
in Europe as a whole. 

Germany would never again in the fu- 
ture venture to provoke a new world war 
when faced by the alliance and harmonious 
collaboration of these three Slavonic states 
in the interests of preserving peace in this 
part of the world. 


Benes Trusted Soviet Russia 


However we may look at the Soviet Union 
and its regime, its. earlier political and 
present war successes will remain historical 
facts for the future. Much of what is now 
being appreciated about the Soviet Union 
I saw during my first visit to Moscow in 
1935; for this reason, I sided with the 
Soviet Union against Nazism up to 1938; 
for this reason also, I have trusted in the 
Soviet Union in the present war, and have 
never doubted her power. 

I do not think that I shall be mistaken 
in characterizing the present conditions and 
development of the Soviet Union as follows; 

The Soviet revolution may today be de- 
scribed as a victorious revolution. The 
regime is firmly established, and like any 
other regime, it will evolve further. It hag 
triumphed internally, since it did not col- 
lapse even in face of the hardest war ever 
Waged against any state. 

She is conscious of her war victories, and 
is proud of them. She is proud of the part 
which she has played and will play in the 
struggle for the liberation of Europe and 
the world and for the safeguarding of 
democracy against Nazism. She considers 
herself as being the equal of the great pow- 
ers. She means to enjoy equal status in 
collaboration with the other powers, 


In the organization of her war effort, she 
hag equaled the most effective countries, 
and in certain respects has gone ahead of 
them; indeed, the Red Army was the first 
to smash the German land war machine. 
Her war industry is working faultlessly 
and with complete success, 


Changes Have Been Logical 


Certain changes in the Soviet Union which 
have recently surprised the rest of the 
world are natural consequences, partly of 
the war, partly of the developments to 
which it has led, and partly of changes as- 
sociated with its whole position in the 
world, 

The Soviet Union is no less great in its 
suffering than in its war effort. And it is 
just this suffering that has brought it to 
its present realistic conception of postwar 
policy, to the decision to make an end to all 
this, to come to a sincere understanding 
with the Anglo-Saxon peoples and with 
everyone who genuinely wishes to join us 
in building a new world and a new and 
more justly organized Europe, a Europe 
which will not allow Nazism to reappear 
with all its bestiality, baseness and in- 
humanity.

Lag in Solving Farm Problem 


Viewed as Harmful to Nation 


“Meet the Farmers,”’ by Ladd Haystead. (G. P. 

Putnam's Sons, New York.) 

A cartoonist, in that mythical time called 
“the good old days,” drew a picture of a 
scrawny individual with a prominent 
Adam's apple, a straw hat on his head, a 
stem of timothy in his mouth, and every- 
body knew it was a picture of the “typical” 
farmer. Today, there is no such thing as a 
“typical” or “average” American farmer, 
in the opinion of Ladd Haystead, and he 
doubts there ever was. 

In the 221 pages of this little book. he 
packs fact after fact, with the persistency 
of a college debater, to prove his point that 
the farmer “as such” cannot be classified 
according to politics, economic or religious 
beliefs, natural or acquired abilities or fi- 
nancial stability. 

Haystead, farm columnist of Fortune 
magazine, author of several books on agri- 
cultural subjects and a part-time dirt 
farmer, has traveled thousands of miles in 
rural America and speaks with authority. 
He was on the program at a recent session 
of the Farm Chemurgic Council here. 

He does for the farmer, in this book, 
what Frederic Allen did for the city man 
in his “Only Yesterday,” and goes on to in- 
dicate what the future may hold, 

. >. * 


The farm problem, says the writer, did 
not exist before 1900. It was getting itself 
born about the time that mass-production 
industry began. It grew, along with the 
problems that developed in industry, but 
it flourished in a field so much more di- 
versified that it never received equal at- 
tention. Hence, it exists comparatively 
untouched where many of the problems of 
industry have been worked out, 

The author holds the problem of prosper- 
ity for the farmer is not a thing apart 
from the prosperity of industry, but an in- 
tegral part of the problem of the prosper- 
ity of the nation. ) 

No one spokesman, he declares, can 
claim to speak for the farmers as a whole. 
He introduces the reader to the “farm 
spokesmen” in Washington as well ag to 
the 30,000,000 farmers who make up 23 per 
cent of the nation’s population. Despite 
the many spokesmen, most of the farmers 
still are inarticulate in the legislative halls, 
he says, because they constitute a highly 
diverse group with clashing interests,

For the postwar world, Haystead advo- 
cates the subsistence farm as a necessity 
for some, the family-sized farm a the best 
for many, the “factories in the fields” as 
a hedge against the needs of mass food 
production in the future, and he urges 
good management for all. 

He deplores the use of the 1909-13 period 
as a basis of so-called “parity” prices. It 
no more represents the cost of present 
farm production than the same period rep- 
resents the cost of present industrial pro- 
duction, he declares, 

The farmer, he concludes, {gs neither 
martyr nor hero, but deserves to be better 
understood “to the end that industry, busi- 
ness and agriculture can move forward to- 
gether to a better peace, to an America 
of the future that will be happier and eco- 
nomically more sound.”

To pay due homage to this lovely garden crea- 
tion, let us raise at least one to just the right 
side and roundness and then follow in the foot- 
steps of the great Escoffier and make this cab- 
bage the central feature of a wonderful dinner. 


Escoffier recommends the savory or curly cab- 
bage He rather turns up his nose at the plain 
cabbage, claiming it is fit only for sauerkraut 
and rather delegating it to the folks or barbar- 
ians who live across the River Rhine. It seems 
he did not regard them or their plain cabbage 
to any high degree. 
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HOWEVER, IN our Victory gardens we raise 
tender cabbages which would no doubt intrigue 
the great French chef. So we will have our 
choice—either a savoy or a plain head. First 
we remove the undesirable outer leaves and then 
we soak the head for an hour in well-salted 
water. And then we drain, Then we parboil 
it—10 or 15 minutes. And then we cool it and 
remove the core. We carefully spread the leaves 
apart. And in all the openings and crevices we 
spread the meat mixture. 


Following the instructions of Escoffier, we

The least expensive 
source ig the frozen tails, which 
yield on the average a good cup- 
ful of clean lobster meat per tail. 
This amount is sufficient to pre- 
pare these delightful stuffed eggs. 
To cook the lobster tails, remove 
paper, wash well in cold water 
and put into the kettle. Add bare- 
ly enough water to cover. For 
each tail, add one teaspoon salt 
and one-half teaspoon celery seed 
and half a bay leaf tied loosely in 
a piece of cheese cloth. Heat to 
boiling, then simmer 20 minutes. 
Remove from liquid, cool. Then 
use kitchen shears to slit the shell 
on the under side of the tail. Re- 
move meat with a fork, and pro- 
ceed to use as specified in. the 
recipe. 
Lobster Stuffed Eggs in Tomato 

Sauce. 

Four hard-cooked eggs; two a 
blespoons mayonnaise; one table- 
spoon milk; one-half teaspoon salt; 
one teaspoon lempn juice; one lob- 
ster tail or one cup lobster meat; 
two slices bread, quartered and 
toasted; one-fourth cup grated 
cheese. 

Cut eggs in half lengthwise. Re- 
move yolks and mash thoroughly. 
Add mayonnaise, milk, salt and 
lemon juice. Blend thoroughly. 
Add lobster meat. Fill whites and 
place on toast in glass baking dish. 
Pour tomato sauce over all. Sprin- 
kle with cheese and bake at 375 
degrees F. for 15 to 20 minutes. 
Serve immediately. 

Tomato Sauce. 

One-half teaspoon green pepper: 
one tablespoon minced celery; two 
tablespoons margarine; one-eighth 
teaspoon onion juice; one 10%- 
ounce tin tomato soup; one-half 
teaspoon salt; one-half teaspoon 
sugar, 

Saute pepper and celery in mar- 
garine until soft. Add remaining 
ingredients. Bring to a boil. Pour 
over eggs.

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A Child's Development

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T seems as if some of our 
| school children, particularly 

those in the lower elementary 
grades, are being asked to cover 
too much ground and the quality 
of their work is being sacrificed 
to quantity. Teachers are ordered 
to teach a fixed amount of work 
and every child must accomplish 
it regardiess of his stage of devel- 
opment and his ability. The course 
is set for the fully developed, fast- 
going children and the rest fall 
behind. The teacher cannot make 
provision for these because the 
supervisors have allowed her no 
opportunity. On she goes drag- 
ging the failures behind her. 

By and by these failures pile up 
and by the time they are shoved 
and dragged to the upper grades 
we have a complicated situation. 
We have children who, by age and 
weight of body should be in these 
grades, but who by weight of 
accomplishment belong down in 
the lower grades. 

We have children who expect 
to enter high school but who can- 
not read a text so as to get its 
meaning. They could not do any- 
thing worth while in high school 
classes. Some cannot do arith- 
metic problems that involve sim- 
ple operations. That means they 
cannot do anything helpful in 
mathematics. Their penmanship 
is crude and unformed, and too 
often, illegible. Either they must 
be put in special classes avi given 
individual instruction or dropped. 
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The teachers are not to blame. 
Our hurry-up system is to be 
called to account. We are in such 


a hurry in this country that we | 


cannot give children time to de- 
velop the powers they need to 
accept instruction with benefit. 
We say: You are 6; learn 250 
words; learn seven sets of tables; 
learn to print and write simple 
words. But one of these chil- 
dren has not yet developed the 
physical power to master these 
lessons. Can’t he be given time 
to grow? Can’t the teacher be 
allowed time to study his peculiar 
needs? Can’t we provide highly 
skilled teachers for these odd 
ones? We better do so. Children 
come in ones, and each one counts 
his full weight in the nation’s 
health and success, 

In our haste to be modern, in 
our anxiety to be smart and pro- 
gressive and up-to-the-minute, we 
have allowed some of the best 
ideas of the past to slip from us. 
One of them was a high standard 
of accomplishment regardless of 
the quantity. “All that you do, do 
with your might. Things done by 
halves are never done right.” We 
used to recite that before starting 
to work when I was in the pri- 
mary classes. Isn’t it better for a 


child to write three words legibly | 


than to scrawl! 10 that cannot be 
read? Isn’t it better that he do 
three examples, or even one. cor- 
rectly, than set down 10 that make 
no sense?

T which the general practitioner 
meets, are thyroid troubles and 
the female climacteric. 

The «chief reason the two condi- 
tions named concern the general 
practitioner is because, they are 
so common. The problems of the 
menopause afflict at least half the 
population. Some form of thyroid 
gland trouble affects about 10 per 
cent of the population at some 
time of their lives. 

The thyroid gland pours an in- 
ternal secretion directly into the 
blood stream, not through a duct 
into a body cavity (as, for in- 
stance, do the salivary glands) 
which is why it is called a duct- 
less gland. This secretion is very 
necessary for normal living, is a 
general regulator which controls 
the body temperature, the utiliza- 
tion of food, and the destruction 
of waste tissue, the activity of the 
mind, body weight, muscular 
tonus, digestive efficiency, etc. 


* * * 

THE FRANK DISORDERS of 
the thyroid are very easy to rec- 
ognize. One is so-called exoph- 
thalmic goiter, where the eyes 
protrude, the muscles tremble, the 
heart beats fast and the thyroid 
gland in the neck can be seen to 
be enlarged. This condition § is 
caused basically by an overabun- 
dance of the secretion of the 
gland. The other disorder due to 
lack of secretion appears in two 
somewhat different forms—in in- 
fancy and childhood, resulting in 
a mentally sluggish and over- 
weight child, of peculiar bodily 
proportions, and in middle-aged 
people increases in weight, thick- 
ening of the skin and mental slug- 
gishness. 

But the conditions do not always 
appear in such clear cut forms. 
Thyroid trouble may also appear 
under the mask of (1) heart trou- 
ble—palpitation and anginal 
pains; (2) indigestion, flatulence 
and constipation; (3) arthritis 
with vague aches, and (4) female 
disorders from artificial meno- 
pause to sterility. 

We have an exact laboratory 
method of telling whether the thy- 
roid is secreting too much or too 
little. Treatment is theoretically 
very simple—give thyroid extract 
if there is too little secretion and 
reduce the thyroid activity by X- 
ray or surgery if there is too 
much. But in practical! experience 
it is more complicated and the 
management of any kind of thy- 
roid disorder requires the utmost 
in judgment, patience, resource 
and tact on the part of a phy- 
sician. But that’s why you go to 
a family physician, isn’t it? Not 
because he is an encyclopedia, but 
because he has rereurce, judg- 
ment, patience, sympathy and 
tact.

THE MENOPAUSE or, in com- 
mon parlance, the change of life 
would also appear to the super- 
ficial and inexperienced as easy 
to diagnose and to treat. After 
all half the human race who live 
long enough have experienced it— 
at least half; I have known some 
raging male changes of life. But 
in practice again it is not always 
so simple. For women the worst 
period is before it happens—the 
dread, the horror stories that kind 
neighbors are always telling. And 
here the medical profession can 
give you a few words of comfort. 

First, the worst things in life do 
not happen. Sixty-five to &5 per 
cent of women go through the 
menopause without symptoms suf- 
ficiently severe to interfere either 
with their normal mode of life or 
even their equanimity. 

Second, the ovaries continue to 
secrete long after the visible ef- 
fects of the menopause are over. 
The dread of losing her essential 
feminity which is what bothers 
most women on approaching the 
period of the menopause is fanci- 
ful. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

L. M. F.:—My daughter, aged 
19, underwent various health tests 
including a tuberculin test which 
came out “slightly positive.” Is 
that bad? 

Answer: It probably means lit- 
tle by itself at the age of 19. At 
younger ages it would mean more. 
But it calls for a follow-up X-ray 
examination. 


Fried Fish With Tomato Sauce 


One and one-half pounds fresh 
fish fillets, one-fourth cup flour, 
one tablespoon salt, one-fourth cup 
fat for frying. 

If fish has not been thoroughly 
cleaned and boned, do this before 
cooking. Mix flour and salt thor- 
oughly and roll fillets in it. Heat 
fat in a skillet, put the fish in 
and brown well on both sides. 
Cover, reduce heat, and continue 
cooking 20 to 25 minutes or until 
very tender. Meanwhile make to- 
mato sauce as follows: 

Two and one-half cups tomato 
juice, one-half cup finely diced 
celery, one-half cup grated carrot, 
two tablespoons minced onion, two 
tablespoons chopped green papper, 
three tablespoons flour, salt and 
pepper to suit taste, one table- 
spoon butter. 

Simmer tomato juice and vege- 
tables about 15 minutes. Mix flour 
to a smooth thin paste with cold 
water and add; stir over direct 
heat until sauce boils and thickens, 
Continue until fish is ready to 
serve.

Modest Cab Calloway Started Out to Become a Lawyer but He Swung to Swing

AB CALLOWAY, the _ high 
* priest of hi-de-ho, whose name 

is synonymous with the jump- 
ier kinds of jive, is as quiet a per- 
son as you'll ever meet, modest 
and subdued, almost a shy little 
violet—an African violet. 


It’s perhaps trite to say that 
someone's private personality dif- 
fers from his public one, since 
most show business characters, 
whether their act consists of por- 
traying the gloomy great Dane or 
wriggling on the runway, are dif- 
ferent offstage and sometimes for- 
tunately so. But in Calloway’s 
case, the contrast practically 
screams at you, or it would be 
more accurate to say, whispers. 


Anyway Calloway whispers, all 
through an interview, so that you 
have to bend over slightly to hear 
what he’s saying. His soft re- 
sponses were almost drowned out 
by the other sounds in the lively 
lobby of the Booker T. Washing- 
ton Hotel, where our interview 
was held. Two pinball machines 
were going full force and one 
player was treating the machine 
as a living being, coaxing, wheed- 
ling, occasionally heaping impre- 
cations on it, Upstairs a trumpet 
player was induling in some jam 
before supper. Numerous people 
kept wandering in and out and 
one little girl wanted to know 
when everybody was going bowl- 
ing. 

Throughout this, we _ talked 
about Calloway’s reason for being 
here as featured performer in the 
Ninth Annual Negro Y. M. C. A. 
Circus at Kiel Auditorium, about 
his past visits to St. Louis, and his 
career as a jazz “name” for the 
past 15 years. 

Cab—an abbreviation, iInciden- 
tally, of his full name, Cabell—al- 
most became a barrister instead 
of a swingster. He made the 
choice between the two profes- 
sions while he was going to Crane 
College Taw School in Chicago, 
where he'd gone from his home in 
Rochester, N. Y. To help out un- 
steady finances he got a job sing- 
ing at the Sunset Cafe where 
Louis Armstrong’s Band was play- 
ing. 

“But I found that one was pull- 
ing against the other,” he recalled, 
“and the night club job was more 
profitable, so I quit law school. 

“When Armstrong left the Sun- 
set, they brought in a band called 
The Alabamians. One night they 
fired the leader so I applied for 
the leadership of the band and

got it. From Chicago we went on 
to New York, but the band didn’t 
do so well, so I got into a musical 
comedy called ‘Connie’s Hot Choc- 
olates.’ I went on the road with 
it a while, then organized a new 
band and came back to New York. 

“This band wasn't so successful 


either, so I got with another band 
that needed a leader, the Mis- 
sourians. We played around New 
York and were discovered by the 
owners of the Cotton Club. About 
that time Duke Ellington was 
called to the coast to make the 
Amos and Andy picture, so they 
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put us in. Through radio and the 
popularity of the Cotton Club, 
which was visited by everyone in 
the profession, we sort of caught 
on,-and that started my career. 

“I was at the Cotton Club when 
I wrote ‘Minnie the Moocher.’ 
That seemed to help in giving me 
a sort of trade mark.” 

More than a trademark, the ad- 
ventures of Minnie and her untrue 
love, Smoky Joe, skyrocketed Cal- 
loway to national popularity, and 
gave the public something to re- 
member him by. It also estab- 
lished his particular art form 
which he applied to other num- 
bers on the Minnie pattern, nota- 
bly “Kicking the Gong Around,” 
“T’ll Be Glad When You're Dead, 
You Rascal You,” “St. James In- 
firmary, and some of the 
classics like “St. Louis Blues” 
and “Nobody’s Sweetheart.” 
Famed more for his showmanship 
than his musicianship, popular 
music critics nevertheless list him 
among the Chicago school of jazz 
greats, and he placed among the 
Esquire list of singers in their an- 
nual accolade to the art. 

The “hi-de-ho” type of scat sing- 
ing, and the movies he has made, 
ranging from the first “Big Broad- 
cast” picture to the recent “Stormy 
Weather" and the not-yet-released 
“Sensations of 1945” combine to 
give the general impression that 
Calloway's conduct is usually ex- 
plosive, since the Hollywood con- 
ception of a Negro musician |s a 
gootily suited cat with Southern 
fried accent. 

Actually Calloway’s wardrobe, 
like his manner, is anything but 
zooty. When we saw him he was 
wearing a neutral tweed suit, 
topped by a neutral colored coat 
that looked as if it came from a 
gorgeous hunk of camel, his only 
jewelry a wrist watch and a plain 
gold wedding ring. He is mar- 
ried to a “non-professional,” they 
live in New York, and have a six- 
year-old daughter named Con- 
stance. 

As the pin ball machines in- 
creased in violance and Calloway’s 
voice sunk lower, we asked him if 
people were usually surprised at 
his quiet manner, when they ex- 
pected something like a cross be- 
tween a volcano and Jack Benny’s 
right hand man. 

“They usually are,” he smiled. 
“People don’t understand that it 
would be a physical impossibility 
to keep that sort of thing up for 
long at a time. When I'm off the 
stage it is a case of relaxation so 
I can build up my strength for 
the next appearance.” 
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“fresh and morning faces’-— 
their war-weary eyes-—- 
something turns in your heart 
when you see them standing, 
straight and cool, to receive their 
medals. The pity and tragic waste 
of it and the wonder of it as well. 
Just kids. As unprepared for 
war as the demoralized world for 
which they fight. Yet pitching in 
and making a success of it! You 
wonder—stand a little way apart 
in awe. If mere kids can do this 
with the handicap we've strapped 
on them, then the old prayers and 
sermons weren’t so far from right. 
There must be something in us— 
something in all of us-—that war 
and agony and terror of darkness 
can’t lick. Something greater than 
the sum of flesh and bone, blood 
and a handful of mineral salts. 
Proof of divinity? As forme, I 
don’t ask for any greater proof 
than the sight of just one such 
boy, facing the works. And taking 
it on the chin. Yet, lacking the 
boy, I know as noble a sight. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of them, The 
dads who reared them the 
dads they’ve left behind to carry 
on, though their blood was on fire 
to fight. Twenty-five years ago

After the debacle North pointed 
righteously to his three honor 
tricks and maintained that he 
couldn’t have failed to bid game 
under the circumstances.

The fact was that South could 
not have bid more weakly, except 
of course by refusing to open the 
bidding. His rebid over two hearts 
was the minimum two spades, and 
when North persisted to two no 
trump, South announced that he 
did not Hke a no trump contract. 
Surely, there was no other inter- 
pretation to the three club bid. 
South had already admitted (via 
his two spade bid) that his 
strength was not great, hence he.

“vamble” for game in that denom- 
ination. Thus, the three club bid 
could not be anything but an 
attempt at rescue, and North 
should have passed!
